The 42nd annual meeting of the Institute 
o$ Chartered Accountants in Ireland was held 
in Dublin on Friday last, when there were 
present :—Mr. C. bk, L. Olden, President ;

PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 

The President, in submitting the report 
and accounts for the year 1929, said that the 
accounts for the year showed a surplus of 
£44 12s. 4d. over expenditure. This com- 
pared with the year 1928 showed a falling off 
of £306 18s. 8d., which is, however, readily 
explained by certain special expenditure in- 
curred during the year. ‘The income for the 
year was £1,297 8s. 11d. against £1,232 6s. 
ód., an increase of £65 2s. 8d., and was the 
highest on record following a steady increase 
year by year. The surplus amounts to 
£2.856, which is £1,350 more than that 
shown on 3lst December, 1923. The number 
of members increased by 91 since the year 
1923. 

While the numbers who sat for the Preli- 
minary and Intermediate Examinations were 
the same as in 1928, there were six less can- 
didates for the Final. The number of articled 
clerks was higher, and reached the figme of 
144—again a “record” number. In the ex- 
aminations in 1929 the percentage of candi- 
dates who passed were :—Preliminary, 51.4; 
Intermediate, 64.7; Final, 51.7. 

Reference was made in the report to a 
conference which took place during the year 
with regard to the Registration of Account- 
ants in the Irish Free State. He felt sure 
that whatever proposals would be put for- 
ward by the Minister for Industry and Coin. 
merce would recognise the prominent position 
which the Institute had ‘attained during the 
42 years of its existence. The proposals 
would receive the most careful consideration 
of the Council, and, if necessary, would he 
submitted in detail to the members of the 
Institute.for their views. 

CONDITIONS IN IRELAND. 

Taking Ireland as a whole, the staple iy.- 
dustry must still be regarded as agriculture, 
the Chairman continued, and there is cause 
for congratulation in the fact that the great 
cattle industry of the country has passed 
through another year entirely free from 
disease, also in the fact that prices last year 
were more or less on a normal basis through- 
out the year, and the margin per head, while 
not quite as good as in the year 1928, was rot 
altogether unfavourable to farmers. It is be- 
lieved that the efforts of the Ministers for 
Agriculture, in both the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, to improve the standard of 
animals are meeting with sucess, and that 
even small farmers, who, after all, form by 
far the greater proportion of the farming 
community, are gradually recognising the 
vital necessary of producing the right type. 

As regards butter and eggs, it is gratifying 
to find that the standards from both the Free 
State and Northern Ireland are so favourably 
regarded by our customers, although we have 
still some ground to cover before we attain 
the standards of some of our Continental 
competitors. On the whole, I am of the 
Opinion that the past year has seen an ad- 
vance in the sr sgol of the immediately 
preceding years, and that, the people as a 
whole are rising to the necessity of hard 
work, improved methods and honest dealing, 
if they are to survive in the struggle which 
modern civilisation reauires, “ 

THE NEW LOAN. 

Also I shoutd like to congratulate the 
Minister for Finance of the Irish Free State 
on the very satisfactory terms, from the 
point of view of the State, and, therefore, of 
the people, on which he has been able to 
issue the third National Loan, and to take 
this opportunity of expressing the hope that 
the issue will be over-subscribed. It offers 
attractive terms to the small investor, who 
has hitherto had to rely largely on the banks 
for an outlet for his savings. The banks of 
the country, both North and South, remain 
in a flourishing condition, and are always 
ready to satisfy all reasonable requirements 
of trade on terms which, on the whole, com- 
pare favourably with the terms granted in 
Great Britain. : 

The issue during the past year of the 
consolidated notes through the Currency 
Commission of the Irish Free State was 
accomplished without any disturbance or in- 
convenience to the public. It must be said 
tnat this feature of our separate financial 
arrangemerts has been well conceived and 
carried out. During the year our relations 
with the Revenue authorities of both the 
Irish Free State and Northern Ireland have 
been well maintained, and in matters of 
doubt and difficulty we are .courteously 
afforded the highly skilled assistance which 
these Departments provide, to the advantage 
of our chents—where such advantage may be 
due. 

I should like to refer to the passing in 
Great Britain of the Companies Act, 1929. It 
contains many features which will commend 
themselves to you, and is a constructive ad- 
vance on the act of 1908. I feel sure that 
tha Legislatures of both Northern Ireland and 
the Irish Free State will lose no time in 
bringing into force the features of that Act 
which are essential here. Obviously some of 
the provisions, particularly with regard to 
compulsory liquidation, would not fit in with 
the svstem which has been in force in Ireland 
for so many years, and which on the whole 
has been found to work very satisfactorily, 
indeed. 

In the discussion which followed, Mr. G. 
H. Railev, F.C.A., who is also a member of 
the Institufe of Chartered Accountants in 
England and Wales, déalt with the attitude 
of that body on the subject of registration, 
and suggested that any proposals put for- 
ward here should be submitted to all the 
members of the Institute.

De MARY,—I am returning to the 


tennis court after—alas!—two seasons 

of enforced absence from it, so J 
have just been choosing my outfit. Of coucse, 
nowadays, white is not absolutely de rigeur 
for an informal game—pale pastel shades may 
be worn if the dress is made on severely 
simple lines—-but most tennis players who 
are really keen turn out in the regulation 
white. 

White, of course, is imperative for al! 
matches, but, since the essence of good 
style is to dress appropriately, and yet re- 
main individual, calaai may be skilfully in- 
troduced in one’s accessones. Coats, belts, 
blazers, socks, bandeaux, ties and. hand- 
kerchiefs I consider. “ accessories,’’ and all of 
them may introduce a note of colour. 


A Popular Colour. 


If club colours are worn everything should 
be white or cream, except blazer and tie. 
Otherwise | think yellow is the most suit- 
able, as well as the most popular, colour 
for all odds and ends. 

I have noticed a goodly number of yellow 
coats for tennis wear displayed in the sho 
windows lately, many of them flecked wit 
black, which is very smart. One pleasing 
model I saw was of daffodil yellow, light- 
weight velour cloth, with a breast pocket, 
two hip-pockets, a belt, and. brass-. blazer 
buttons. 

Whatever material is chosen, the. tennis 
coat should be lined; after a quick set, the 
softest. summer zephyr has a way of chilling 
one. 


The Best Style of Dress. 


Dress patterns for tennis have only one 
thing in common—they must be simple. I 
am not, however, tempted by the “ iron- 
flat ”” dress, which opens all down one side, 
and is secured only. by fastenings at shoulder 
and waist, because I find that a wrap-over 
skirt always swings open, and if not, the 
inner part tangles up one’s legs at a critical 
moment ! 

I pronounce in favour of the flared: skirt 
set on to a slim, close-fitting bodice which 
buttons half-way down “:e front, or a 
straight skirt, with ample side-pleats set on 
to a similar bodice, My preference for side- 
pleats is due to the fact that I always find 
that front pleats hamper running, The tight 
bodice has the advantage of preventing that 
upward drag of the skirt, with overhead 
strokes, which is both uncomfortable and 
unsightly. 


The Collar Question. 


The neck of cne’s dress may be either 
square or V-shaped, and a collar may be 
added; but, both from the point of. view of 
easy laundering and freedom from irritation, 
I have decided to avoid collars, except on 
one frock, which possesses one of the new 
collars, standing up an inch or two at the 
back, and rolled back in front. 

In choosing or making a tennis frock one 
thing is worth remembering; all skirts cut 
straight should have a really deep hem, so 
that the weight swings it back into position 
after every movement. Flared skirts must 
have a narrow hem, of course, but the flare 
itself swings the skirt back to position 
immediately. 


For the Hair. 


Unless her hair is Eton-cropped, I do think 
every gitl should wear some kind of head- 
dress when playing. Nothing is more 
exasperating than to have the game held up 
while one player adjusts a hair-slide: 
Unless the sun is very strong, I recommend 
a silk kerchief (either white silk, or in 
colours. to match the accessories) tied 
in a neat knot at the nape of the 
neck. This is less liable to slip than a plain 
bandeau. 

On sunny days a small, light hat should 
be worn, or else a jockey cap eye-shade, as 
these afford protection to both eyes and head. 


Shoes and Stockings. 


Shoes may be either strapped or laced, and, 
in my opinion, laced tennis shoes are better 
because they avoid any risk of chafing the 
instep. The question of shoes and stockings 
is an important one in tennis: if it is not 
carefully considered sore feet are the result of 
the first game. 

If thin stoekings are worn socks should be 
pulled over them, partly as shock absorbers, 
partly, again, to avoid chafing and blisters. 
I find it a good plan, if I intend to play for 
any length of time, to pack a tin of boracic 
powder and a change of stockings in my bag. 
The powder liberally sprinkled inside one s 
stockings keeps the feet cool and “ comfy,’ 
and nothing is more refreshing to tired feet 
than a change of stockings after a hard 
game. ' i 

If, in spite of precautions, blisters do ap- 
pear on hands or feet, the best 
thing to do is to. sterilise a needle in a 
flame or in boiling water, prick the blister, 
press out the fluid, and then paint imme- 
diately. with iodine. If precautions are not 
taken a pricked blister may well lead to 
blood-poisoning. 


Care of. the Rachel. 


Oh, before I close, I must tell you that 
when 1 took mv racket from the press, after 
two years of idleness, I found it in perfect 
condition. As most of my friends who were 
playing last year are complaining of broken 
strings cr sviackness. I feel rether proud 
of having kept mine so well. 

1 never take it out, even on the sunmiest 
day, without its protective waterp-oof cover, 
and, immediately I come home, back 1t goes 
into the press, cover and ail. An wet days, 
of course, I always dry it curefuity with 
a soft clean duster. Also if I do play on 
wet courts I provide myself with pain rubber 
tennis balls without a covering, se that they 
do not collect moisture and splash. all over 
the strings at every stroke.

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Baby’s Birthmarks. 
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The theory that any sudden shock expeti- 
enced by an expectant mother may affect the 
child is now exploded. 

lt, used to be thought that hare-lip, moles 
and similar disfigurements were the result of 
some pre-natal shock to the mother, and 
much needless anxiety was endured through 
this belief, 

A doctor who was consulted by a Press re- 
presentative said that, in his opinion, pre- 
natal shocks could not affect the child either 
physically or mentally. ‘‘ So-called birth- 
marks,” he said, “are simply an excessive 
development of blood vessels, while hare-lip 
is a failure of development, 

“There is no connection between the 
mother’s nervous system and the child’s, and 
any nervous temmperament which might 
manifest itself in later life could not be 
attributed to pre-natal shock, but would 
merely be hereditary.”’ 

Another doctor agreed that the old theory 
regarding birth-marks is a fallacy, and added 
that, in his experience, the only way in which 
the child could be affected through a pre-natal 
shock is through the medium of sound, 

After seven months the child is sensitive 
to sound, and, should the mother he momen- 
tavily frightened by a sudden noise and 
“jump” sufficiently to jar the child, the 
baby may later show an abnormal fear of 
loud noises.

near the surface: The heart contains com- 
paratively little nutriment. 
“Tt is much wiser to boil potatoes in their 
skins and to peel them before mashing or 
serving. This method is easier than paring

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Paris Displays Wealth of Colour 
in Jfew Jifaterials.

PARIS, Sunday.

a GTAFFORDS HIRE was famous for its 


potteries before» ever” Mr, Arnold 

Bennett wrote of “ The Five Towns,’’ and 
tho credit for its eminence must go to 
The people of Stoke- 
on-Trent have not been ungrateful in their 
recognition of him, and, on the bicen- 
tenary of his birth, they are holding cele- 
brations even more magnificent than those 
in which the late Mr. Gladstone assisted 
in 1895 on the centenary of Wedewood’s 
death. : . i 

Josiah Wedgwood was baptised on the 
12th July, 1730, at Burslem, known fo 
Mr. Bennett's readers as “ Bursley,”’ 
His parents and yvelations were closely 
associated with the potteries. His father 
was sufficiently well-to-do to send him, 
at the age of seven, to a neighbouring 
school, where he remained only two years. 
being withdrawn on his father’s death in 
i759. Handicapped with such a limited 
education, he did not betray it in after 
life, save that in his letters he was apt 
to use words of which he obviously did 
not know the precise meaning. He had, 
nevertheless, a great love for books, and 
was always anxious to add more books to 
his by no means contemptible library. 
In later years, however, his wife used to 
quizz him by saying that he was fonder 
of buying books than of reading them. 

After his withdrawal from school. he 
was put to work in the pottery of. his 
brother, Thomas Wedewood. Here he 
worked for two years, until a virulent 
attack of ‘small-pox affected his right 
knee so badly that he never afterwards 
had the use of it. This physical handi- 
cap was destined to act as’ oné of the 
deciding factors in his life; for it 
prompted him to turn his attention. to 
the chemical and _ theoretical side of 
pottery. By 1752 he had acquired a 
yeputation as a coming man, and in this 
vear he entered into partnership with 
Thomas Wheildon, of Fenton, a potter 
whose vaily-coloured ware was extremely 
popular. It was during the eight years 
with Wheildon that the shuff-boxes and 
bric-a-brac called Weildon ware were 
produced. 


BECOMES A MASTER POTTER. 


On December 30th, 1758, Wedgwood 
entered into partnership with his cousin, 
Thomas Wedgwood, and in the next year 
he rented the Ivy House Works for the 
sum of ten pounds per annum, He was 
now a master potter, with his own 
pott Ty, 

During the ensuing year he perfected 
the glaze, which became known as Queen's 
ware, This is a cream-coloured glaze, which 
Was more permanent than the old glazes 
in that it did not crack through unequal 
expansion. It was destined 
old Enalish ware, with its quaint posies 
and adornments. If there was not a gain 
in beauty, there was an undoubted gain 
in utility, and Wedgwood was able to 
devote the profits of his growing business 
to its economic development. He realised 
for himselt the importance of Adam. 
Smith’s doctrine of the division of labour, 
and he applied it in his workshops, He 
was shrewd enough to see the advantage 
which temporary sacrifices towards local 
improvements would afford to his business. 
Four years after the opening of his work- 
shop we find him contributing no less a 
sum than £500 towards the improvement 
of the turnpike roads. Better roads 
meant less broken china, but it needed 
great courage for a young man newly 
started in business to sacrifice £500 for 
such a purpose, :

MIARRIED LIFE AT BURSLEM. 


Vedewood married, in 1762, his third 
sin, Sarah Wedgwood, a handsome girl 
somewhat better family than her 
shand, and possessed of a handsome 
vowry. He brought his wife home to his 
new premises, the Brick House and 
Works, Burslem. Here they lived for five 
during which they had = four 
children, the eldest of whom was destined 
to become the mother of the famous 
Charles Darwin. It was during these 
years that Wedgwood turned his attention 
to the amplification of the local trans- 
port. Good roads were essential to safe 
transport, but water transport was safer 
still, The number of navigable water- 
ways was small, and Wedgwood decided to 
adopt the new French method of transport 
by canal. 

One of the most promising engineers of 
the day was Brindley, ** the schemer,”’ a 
clever, but almost illiterate engineer, 
who had acquired a reputation for sound 
and skilful work, and was backed by Lord 
Bridgwater. Wedgwood consulted with 
Brindley, and, after long delays through 
parliamentary investigations, the matter 
was put in hand. The Trent and Mersey 
Canal, which was the result of this 
planning, was to be of incalculable value 
to Wedgwood and to the Staffordshire 
people in general,

} July, 1766, he ‘purchased. for ‘three 
thousand» pounds the "Ridge, House, a fine 
dwellinghouse and factory, with a good 
acreage of land, beside the new Trent and 
Mersey canal. This event marks the 
highest point of Wedgwood’s career. 
Heneeforth he ceases to. be a craftsman 
and becomes an artist. He settled down 
to work at the task of discovering tho 
proper use of sulphate of baryta as a 
substitute for jasper. He found the 
direction of his subordinates, in many 
cases men better educated than himself, a 
painful duty, but after the first few dis- 
tressing months he grew accustomed to it. 
Gradually all became subordinate to his 
work; for mow there were many 
important orders, and the famous Russian 
dinner service was to occupy his attention 
for two years. 


THE RUSSIAN CONTRACT, 


Lord Cathcart, one of his most ardent 
patrons, paid a visit. to St. Petersburg in 
1773, bringing with him some Wedgwood 
china. This he showed and praised to 
all his friends, with the result that there 
came to Wedgwood, by. way of the 
Knelish Ambassador, Mr. Baxter, an 
order from the Empress Catherine II, for 
a magnificent dinner service of nine 
hundred “and — fifty-two pieces. The 
Empress was devoted to gardening, and 
ordered that the pieces should be adorned 
with “illustrations from the famous 
gardens of England. This was the. most 
difficult task. with which Wedgwood ‘had 
yét been confronted, and but for Bentley 
he might have failed. Thirteén hundred 
illustrations were required for the sérvice, 
and for this they were compelled to use 
illustrations, as Bentley: says in the 
catalogue, “‘from rural gardens and 
farms to the most superb palaces, and 
from the huts of the Hebrides to the 
masterpieces of the best known architects.’’ 
They certainly were a heterogeneous col- 
lection; and many of them were less 
romantic than might appear from 
Bentley’s pen, There was, for instance, 
the ** Dunnington Hills, Derbyshire,’’ 
which actually was an elaborate repro- 
duction of a canal lock. 

The work called for endless tact and 
diplomacy; for on every one of the soup- 
tureens appeared a reproduction of one of 
the stately homes o England. A noble- 
man might hold himself aggrieved if. his 
home were not included on a tureen, and 
obviously there were not enough tureens 
to go round. At last the work was done, 
thoush the scheme of natural colours 
proved too costly, and it was executed in 
dark purple on a cream-coloured ground. 
For this gigantic work Wedgwood received 
three thousand pounds, a sum which 
scarcely covered his expenses, though the 
advertisement, even in those days, must 
have been worth many times that sum, 


THE PORTLAND VASE. 


Undoubtedly the supreme achievement 
of his career was his copy of the famous 
Portland Vase. In 1784 Sir William 
Hamilton sold the Berberini Vase, ag it 
was then called, to the Duehess of Port- 
land, ah eccentric old lady, who refused 
to exhibit ‘it to anyone. Wodgwood 
determined that he would attempt a 


| reproduction of it from an engraving. He 


was about to begin this work when the 
Duchess died, and her treasures were put 
up for sale, Wedgwood attempted to 
purchase it, but the vase was bought in 
by the young Duke for £1,029. Some days 
later he received an indefinite loan of it 
from the Duke, and immediately set, to 
work. For this he had to find a sub- 
stitute for onyx, and then to attain a 
cameo effect—that is to say, a douhle 
layer of light ground on a dark ground, 
For four years the work went on with 
unremitting care, and in May, 1780, 
Wedgwood sent to Dr. Darwin, then 
living at Derby, a copy of the vase, the 
first which he had exhibited. Even this 
did not suit his. meticulous eye, and in 
the following month he sent to London 
what he considered to be the perfect. copy. 
Its exhibition attratted an énormous 
crowd, and it was received with acclama- 
tions - All the prominent artists in 
London, among them Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, pronounced it to be indis- 
tinguishable from the original, and the 
Queen’s potter was a seven days’ wonder 
in polite London.’ It was a peculiar fact 
that, despite this success, Wedgwood was 
never able to produce a second copy suc- 
cessfully, Long afterwards he wrote to 
his son: “I have tried five more since 
you left us, but none so good as that you 
have.” 
This summit of his career. 
was not merely the 
Queen's potter, but the master potter of 
Kngland. \ great artist, his artistry 
grew out of the needs of pottery. He was 
not such as Bernard Palissy, struggling 
against adversity in the attempt to create 
beautiful things; he was rather a typical 
inglishman of the Georgian era, with 
all its soundness and all its imsincerities. 
He was a man who might have shone in 
many spheres; for he had catholic tastes. 
tle was a practical economist of no mean 
ability, and realised for himself many of 
the fundamental truths upon which that 
science is based. He was a chemist, who 
might have attained to a high position; 
for many of his abandoned theories were 
followed up by Lavoisier. Above all, he 
was a man of liberal views, a strong 
supporter of American independence and 
the French revolution, and of Wilberforce. 
Round him he gathered such men as 
Priestley, Bentley and Erasmus Darwin. 
Yet, he was no mere dilettante; but a

St. Dunstan. 


St. Dunstan, whose festival falls to-4ay, 
was born of noble parentage near Glas- 
tonbury in 910, and, after a brief 
experience of life at the Court of 
Athelstane, turned hermit, and employed 
himself in painting and art metal work. 
It was while engaged in the latter pursuit 
that he is alleged to have had his famous 
encounter with the devil, who plagued 
him so greatly that at last Dunstan 
seized him by the nose with his red- 
hot pincers. A man of considerable 
ambition, he gained’ advancement to the 
archiepiscopal throne of Canterbury in 
959, but died on May 19, 988, ‘‘ of grief 
and vexation.’’ Because of his early 
craftsmanship, Dunstan has long heen the 
patron of the. Goldsmiths’ Company, 
which counts among its treasures alleged 
examples of his work. Through St. 
Dunstan’s Lodge, Regent’s Park, his name 
has in recent years gained: a wider 
celebrity as patron of blinded soldiers 
and sailors. 


Ghe Marvellous Grimmett. 


It looks as if Clarence V. Grimmett, 
the bowler upon whom so much of the 
Australian strength in the Test Matches 
will depend, may leave a reputation after 
him in England which will live beside 
that of Spofforth. The other day he 
took’ the full ten wickets of the powerful 
Yorkshire team for 37 runs, only Herbert 
Sutcliffe being able to deal with his 

aie .. bowling in any 

-=. effective manner. To 
- have dismissed York- 
shire so cheaply 
suggests that the 
Australian attack is 
not as weak as some 

i critics maintain, 

Grimmett seems to 
ss like English pitches 
* very much, indeed, 

and English batsmen 
now have reason to 
fear his bowling. In 
five matches, includ- 
ing the first innings 
with Lancashire, he 
has taken 37 wickets 
for only 298 runs, or at an average of 
8.05 runs per wicket. In taking all the 
Yorks wickets Grimmett joins the select 
band of Aastralians who have performed 
this feat in England: he is now the third 
to do so. the others being W. P. Howell 
against Surrey in 1899, and A. A. Mailey 
against Gloucestershire in 1921. This 
ten-wickets feat is a rarity, though last 
season it was done several times, notably 
by Walter Hammond, of Gloucestershire. 

While Don Bradman is the “ baby ” 
of the Australian team, Grimmett is 
the “- old man.” He is now thirty- 
seven years old, but, as he did not 
enter first-class cricket until he was thirty- 
two, his rise to the top has been remark- 
ably fast. Te is eredited with a fine 
sense of humour, and his optimism is 
sufficient to keep him bowling all day in 
the hope that the “next one’’ will get a 
wicket. Why he is nicknamed ‘‘ Scarlet ”’ 
by his colleagues has not yet been 
revealed, but already it looks as if he 
and Bradman are to be the revelations 
of this Australian tour,

The Beggar's Opera. 


The revival of the Beggar’s Opera after 
a lapse of two years recalls very clearly 
the days when the opera was first making 
the fortune of the silk mercer’s appren- 
tice. A flash in the pan it certainly was, 
and a portion of the credit must be given 
to Dean Swift, who once remarked to 
Gay: ‘‘ A Newgate pastoral might make 
an odd pretty sort of thing.”

“ An Old Saw >?”

Wexford Whales, 


Judged by several 
the Wexford coast has a fatal fascina- 
tion for whales. Last year a lesser 
rorgual was washed ashore at Fethard- 
on-Sea. This huge fish was subsequently 
salted and forwarded to the British 
Museum, South Kensington. In February 
last a pilot whale was beached at Bally- 
valloo, This was the first occasion on 
which this unusual type had been seen 
on the Wexford coast. His almost 
globular head, curious beak and the 
presence of numerous teeth similar to a 
dog’s, puzzled the local fishermen and the 
neighbouring farmer folk. However, when 
the specimen .was identified as a pilot 
whale it was sent to the British Museum. 
The latest whale to arrive in

James Connolly s Life. 


I am told that arrangements have been 
completed for publishing a German trans- 
lation of Mr. Desmond Ryan's life of 
James Connolly, the military leader of 
the 1916 insurrection. Mr. Ryan is well- 
known in Dublin, where he was one of the 
pupils of P. H. Pearse at St, Enda’s, but 
he is now living in London, where he is 
following his old profession of journalism. 

The translator is Ilse Kulesar, a 
Viennese woman journalist, who has had 
a very adventurous life in Austria, and 
takes a surprisingly keen interest in Irish 
history and affairs. Politically, she is a 
Social Democrat, and, says Mr, Ryan, she 
‘‘swears by the beard of Karl Marx.” 
For the German’ version, the origina] 
book has been thoroughly revised. 

Mr. Ryan himself keeps up his old con- 
nection with Dublin, and Irishmen who 
come across him in London are always 
bombarded with eager questions about 
people and happenings in our city. in 
the last two or three years Mr, Ryan has 
tried his hand successfully at the writing 
of fiction, and a volume of his short 
stories and a novel are likely to be pub- 
lished in the near future, 


A Viennese Visitor. 


An interesting visitor to Dublin in the 
last few days. was Dr. Ludwig Maier, of 
Vienna. Dr. Maier is secretary of the 
International Federation of Postal, Telo- 
graph and Telephone Employés, and 
leader of the postal workers in Austria. 
In Cork this week he is attending the 
annual conference of the Free State Post 
Office workers, whose general secretary is 
Mr. William Norton, now chairman also 
of the Administrative Council of the Irish 
Labour Party.

| Depth Dangers. 


I suppose that, during the forthcoming 
summer, there will be the usual crop of 
bathing accidents due to bathers being 
unable to swim.

Tt is an 
accomplishment that, if once acquired, 
never will be forgotten. One reads of 
cases of drowning in which the bather 
might have reached safety by swimming 
« few strokes. On sandy shores pot: 
holes usually occur that are death-traps 
to non-swimmers, and it is, unfortunately. 
on. such strands that non-swimmers 
imagine they are safest. Once the natural 
human fear of deep water has been con- 
quered, swimming is very easily learned, 
end hathing then takes on an added 
Celight. It would be a wise move on the 
part of educational authorities if they 
spent a few pounds annually on giving 
instruction in swimming to all children.

A friend, who has just returned from 
the Thames Valley, tells me that the 
nightingales there are in full song. They 
do not seem to be in the least disturbed 
by motor traffic, which confirms the 
opinion held by naturalists that the 
nightingale is not really a shy bird. This 
most perfect of songsters comes to 
Southern Encland about the middle of 
April, but has never been known to visit 
the Celtic with the exception of 
some districts in Wales, LGird-catchers 
invariably try to secure nightingales in 
April, because, if the birds are taken after 
pairing, they will pine away and die. 
The nest is a rather loosely constructed 
affair, placed either on the ground or in 
a small bush. \ full-grown nightingale 
is slightly larger than a sparrow, the 
upper part of the body being russet-brown 
and the lower greyish-white. 
Milton’s acute observation of the habits 
and haunts of this ‘‘ most musical, most 
melancholy ” bird is well illustrated by

This custom may 
have taken root in Pagan times. when 
the oak and the ash and the rowan were 
sacred to the heathen deities. Children 
still have a game called “ Ticky, ticky, 
touch wood,” which is, doubtless, akin to 
the ancient usage. All over Germany the 
custom is strictly observed, but there 
the verbal formula is deemed more impor- 
tant than touching the wood. In ancient 
times it had to be living wood, but now 
all this is forgotten, and we are content 
to touch wood, dead or alive, and cry,

THE MINISTER FOR DEFENCE. 


From Our Own Reporter. 
MULLINGAR, Sunday. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister íor 
Defence in the Free State, and Mr. Vincent 
Rice, K.C., T.D., addressed successful mect- 
ings to-day in Corralstown and Kinnegad in 
w Sí of the candidature of Dr. Delanev. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that when the Paps! 
Nuncio came to Ireland recently the Fianna 
Fail Party would not associate with the 
Government even in paying homage to the 
representative of His Én ná the Pope. The 
real cause of this bitter hostility to the 
Government was not its economic policy, bul 
the fact that they had suppressed the gun- 
bullies in 1922 and restored order and 
stability to the country, which was drifting 
t» moral and material disaster in a welte: 
of anarchy and lawlessness. Mr. de Valera 
had opposed the Government in arms as long 
as it was safe, and now he claimed to have 
changed his policy. 

A Voice--He is going to be constitutional 
now, the same as you are. 

Mr. Fitzgerald—His idea of being: consti 
tutional is different from ours. We sav that 
thé only people who have a right to govern 
this country are the Government elected bv 
the duly elected members of the Dail. If we 
are defeated, and another Government takes 
our place, we will loyally recognise that 
Government, even if we think the people's 
choice was an unwise one. That is not Mr. 
da Valera’s attitude. He believes that you 
have no right to the State at all; no right 
to elect your own Government. In December. 
1926, he attended a meeting of an outside 
body which claims to be the legitimate 
authority in this country, and last year when 
I challenged him in the Dail, he said that 
the legitimate authority in this country was 
outside the Dail. In that case, as he is 
morally bound to recognise legitimate 
authority, if he is returned to power he is 
bound to hand over his power to the gup- 
bullies, to the men who murdered Kevin 
O'Higgins, who shot juryman White for 
keeping his oath and returning a verdict in 
accordance with the evidence, and whe 
murdered Armstrong because he gave evi- 
dence. 

What is the attitude of Fianna Fail to 
crime? When i asked that they should 
give us the information they claimed 
to have about the murder of Kevin 
O'Higgins, one Fianna Fail deputy said 
that we were making an impossible request, 
and another said that they were not 
going to become informers. It is the duty 
of every citizen to help to bring a murderer 
to justice. The first duty of a Government 
was to ‘naintain law and order. That was 
their attitude towards helping the law. 
Another dutp of a Government was to main- 
tain peace and further the prosperity of the 
country. In America, Mr. de Valera’s views 
on that sspect was summed up when he ex- 
pressed the desire for another battle at Clon- 
tarf—this time against the British. At home, 
under the guise of his land annuities cam- 
paign, he aflvocated a course which war 
tantamount to the same thing. -Apart from 
the fact that we were morally and legally 
bound to pay the land annuities, what did 
Mr. de Valera s case amount to’? He was 
to say to the Pritish: “ We admit that the 
people who len” the money must be repaid. 
but you will have to pay them. This money 
was borrowed to purchase the land of the 
Irish farmers, «nd you will have to tax the 
English farmers, who are themselves tenants, 
in order to pay the money that purchased 
the Irish farmers’ land.” No country in the 
world would accept such conditions anless 
they were beaten militarily, and Mr. de 
Valera could not hope to beat the British 
Army—even at Clontarf, 


A LAND TAX. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., T.D., said that 
they should all know Mr. James Geoghegan, 
the Fianna Fail candidate. 
seen fim on Cumann na nGaedheal platforms 
in that constituency. He offered on two 
occasions to stand for the Government, and 
when they would not have him he was now 
standing tor the opposition. Mr. de Valera 
wanted to collect and keep the land annuities 
and call them a land tax. In sixty-eight 
years the land annuities would be paid, but 
if they once started paying land tax they 
would pay it for ever. 


OTHER MEETINGS. 

Mr. B. O'Connor, T.D.. and Captain 
Malone addressed meetings in favour of the 
Camann na nGaedheal candidate in Bally- 
nacargy and Leney. 

Speaking at a meeting at Kilbegran 
to-day in support of Dr. Delaney, Mr. 
Jearoid O'Sullivan, T.D., said that never did 
Mr. de Valera stand by one word that he had 
said. Here he talked Constitutionalism, but 
in America he wanted another Battle of 
Clontarf. What part would Mr. Geoghegan 
take in it if they had a Battle of Clontarf?

MINISTER FOR LOCAL 


GOVERNMENT. 


Mr. R. Mulcahy, Minister for Local 
Government, addressing a meeting at Moate 
in support of Dr, Delaney, asked for the 
people’s vote for the Government candidate, 
because they wanted good men to Join up 
with other good men in carrying out the 
policy of the general reconstruction of the 
country. He therefore requested them to 
give their number one vote to Dr. Delaney, 
their number two to the Labour candidate, 
and number three Mr. Geoghegan, the Fianna 
Fail representative. Mr. de Valera, with 
whom Mr. Geoghegan was now associated, 
was supposed to have a policy. Some of his 
lieutenants had been scattering round leaflets 
in which Mr. de Valera'’s party claimed that 
it stands for the traditional policy of com- 
lete independence and unity, but Mr. de 
Valera’s one policy had been that of disrup- 
tion. He split the Irish race in America; 
he split the Sinn Fein movement here; he 
plunged the country into the horrors of civil 
war. In America the other day he had 
declared that he wants another battle of 
Clontarf, but Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., says: 
“No battle of Clontarf for me.” Mr. 
Geoghegan stood for the ‘Treaty. Mr. 
Geoghegan wanted no fighting. He said that 
he stands for the Treaty that we stood for 
in 1922. : 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., said Mr. Mulcahy. 
was in the Cumann na nGaedheal party, and 
shifted over to Fianna Fail because he thinks 
the cat is going to jump out of Mr. de 
Valera s 4 Mr. Padraic © Maille, who 
was speaking here the other day, told you 
that he had given op £1,000 a year rather 
than support the present Government.

THE CANDIDATE. 

Mr. Geoghegan, the candidate, said that he 
still stood for the Treaty if it could only 
be got rid of by shedding blood. Last Sun- 
day members of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party had the effrontery to talk about the 
National Loan in Mullingar. If they retained 
the land annuities, which represented sixty 
million pounds, they would not need a loan. 
Eminent lawyers had stated their opinion 
that land annuities were part of the public 
debt. 

Under the Treaty we agreed, he said, to 
accept our share of the national debt of 
Great Britain and Ireland, but subsequently, 
under the boundary settlement, that claim 
was waived by the British in return for our 
abandonment of our claim to the proper 
adjustment of the border. If we had 
abandoned that claim, we should get our 
price. Land annuities were the price, but 
the people had continued paying them. 

He and seven other lawyers, he said, had 
given their opinion that they were not bound 
to pay them to Britain. The question would 
he settled by certain documents, and if the 
documents proved that the people of the 
Free State were bound to pay them they 
would have to pay. : 

ANNUITIES AND PENSIONS. 

Speaking at a meeting at Ballinamuck, Mr. 
Geoghegan referred again to land annuities, 
and said that it would be impossible to avoid 
the question of land annuities at this elec- 
tion. Their annuities went to London, while 
the annuity paid by the farmers across the 
border in Tyrone was re-transferred back to 
Belfast for the use of the Northern Govern- 
ment. Jt was at first pretended that land 
annuities were payable under the Treaty and 
the agreement relating to the border 
question, but that allegation had now 
been abandoned. In the current issue of the 
official Government organ, the Star, it was 
virtually admitted that the annuities were 
paid over to England under the Statute 
passed by the Free State Government in 1925, 
passed at a time when efiective opposition 
was absent, but, however passed, it was a 
mere enactment of their own, and revocable 
by them<celves. 

As regards payment of pensions to former 
servants of the British Government, such ¢s 
judges and ex-R.1.C. men, Mr. Geoghegan 
said that it was an immense strain upon the 
country, and for the payntent of them no 
warrant could be found in the Treaty that was 
not removed by the subsequent agreement 
relating to the border. 

THE HOME MARKETS. 

Speaking at Columcille. Mr, Lemass, T.D., 
said that, whatever agricultural policy was 
adopted, farmers required a market for their 
produce at a fair price, and any scheme 
which did not provide that was foredoomed 
to failure. The only market of which they 
couid be certain at all times, and in which 
the price could, to some _ extent, he 
regulated, was the home market, and this was 
not being used to the extent it should.

said that it was clear that the first plank im 
the Fianna Fail programme was national 
independence. They used the machinery that 
the establishment of the Free State had 
placed at their disposal to clear’ the 
road to the republic, and win economic, 
as well as national independence. ‘They 
were out to win the people back, to have 
confidence in the future of their country, to 
restore to them the self-respect and self- 
reliance upon which the Republican move- 
ment was founded, and which inspired the 
united people to such heroic achievements 
from 1916 to. 1921. Their candidate, Mr. 
James Geoghegan, accepted fully the aim 
and policy of Fianna Fail, and had signed 
the party pledge to work loyally and 
earnestly for its achievement. Some of the 
leaders who had left the Republican move- 
ment and accepted the Treaty told the people 
that the Treaty would bring them indepen- 
dence, prosperity and peace.

Mr. ‘ QO Maille, speaking at a meeting at 
Drumlish, at which Mr. C. Brennan presided, 
said that members of Fianna Fail had been 
accused of discouraging investment of money 
in the National Loan, and as a proof of the 
falsehood of such accusations he mentioned 
that a company of which he is chairman, and 
Mr. Frank Fahy, T.D., vice-chairman, had 
invested a hundred thousand pounds in the 
loan. . 

THE GOVERNMENT'S PROMISES. 
_Dr. O'Dowd, speaking at a meeting at 
Killashee, at which Mr. J. Burke presided, 
said that the Government had at previous 
elections held ont promises to the ex-Service 
men and the old age pensioners, but both 
classes were now in a position to judge who 
were their friends in the Dail when thev 
needed friends. He asked them to avoid 
personalities in the election. 

Mr. P. J. Rutiledge, TD, speaking at 
meetings held at Clegan and Ballycloghan, 
said that economies made by the Cumann-na 
nGaedheal Government were all made at the 
expense of old and infirm people and those 
who were least able to defend themselves. He 
maintained that the land annuities shouid 
be retained and used for de-rating agricultural 
land and bringing other relief to the farmers. 

MEN OF ABILITY, 

_ Mr. M. O'Leary, T.D., speaking at a meet- 
ing at Ardagh. dealt with the argument that 
the Fianna Fail Party lacked men of ability, 
and replied that when the Executive Council 
was faced with any serious problem, such as 
ihe Gaeltacht, profiteering, de-rating, and 
grain-growing, instead of facing it they 
referred it to a Commission, which wasted 
time and money in taking evidence, which 
led to no satisfactory result. 

Speaking at Castiepollard, Dr. James Ryan 
said that Mr. de Valera would be in the 
constituency before tne eleciion was over, and 
he would bring them the good news that he 
had succeeded in getting the money to start 
a national daily newspaper.

CANDIDATE, 

The Irish Labour Party will put forward 
a candidate for the Longiord- Westmeath by- 
election. 

This decision was taken at a meeting of 
representatives of the Administrative Council 
of the Irish Labour Party of the constituency 
of Longford and Westmeath with members of 
the N.U.R., Farmers’ Union, I.N.T.O., Irish 
Transport . Workers’ Union, Distributive 
Workers and Clerks, and the Railway Clerks’ 
Association held on Saturday at Athlone. 
Mr. W. Davin, T.D., presided. 

It was unanimousiv agreed that a Labour 
candidate be put forward for the vacancy in 
the Dail, and a number of possible candidates 
were mentioned.

Farm 
hands capable of taking charge were engaged 
at £16 to £18; assistants, £12 to £14; gais 
for farm houses, £10 to £12; and young 
assistant girls, £7 to £9. There were few 
engagements, as the last hiring period expired 
only on Saturday, and hiring will continue 
fox the next three Saturdays.

A DONEGAL STILL.

The drain of emigration among the farm 
workers was reflected in OMAGH hali-yeary 
hiring fair on Saturday last, when both farm 
servants and domestic servants were scarce, 
and the farmers experienced more difficual) 
than usual in getting themselves suited 
Wages were well maintained, and the general 
pav for agriculiural workers was from £!2 
to £14 for the half-year, with a few cases 
as high as £16; youths received £9 to £10 
1Cs., and good domestic servants £8 to &11— 
in all cases with board and lodging. 


RATE COLLECTOR CHARGED. 

John Scully, rate Collector, was, on Satur- 
day, brought before Mr. M. Spillane, in KIL- 
LARNEY Courthouse, charged with having 
failed to lodge a sum of £3501 3s.

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PARTY’S AIMS. 
SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

The anniversary’ of the death of James 
Connolly to-day marked the opening of the 
campaign of the reorganised Labour Party in 
the West Cork constituency, when a largely 
attended rally was held at Dunmanway. 

PEAC: AND UNITY. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell, the leader of the party 
in the Dail, reiterated the fact that his party 
in the next general election were determined 
to put forward a strong effort to secure the 
reins of Government in this country. He 
was there to preach the doctrine of peace, of 
unity, unity in their own country, which 
could ouly be achieved by refraining from 
references to partition. There were three 
Governments concerned in this question of 
the partition of lreland—those of the Free 
State, Northern Ireland and Great Britain, 
and until there was a Labour Government at 
Westminster, Dublin and Belfast that 
problem would remain. The Labour policy 
of fraternity was the same m every country, 
and when three Governments, identical in 
outlook, were in oflice, all that was required 
was a round table conference. 

While the electorate could find no en- 
couragement to support Mr. De Valera's 
party, it was equally true that Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Administration had failed. It would be bad 
for the country if they were once more re- 
turned to power, as they had not improved 
with age, and were out of touch with the 
desires of the people. 

LABOUR AND REVOLUTION. 

Mr. R. 8S. Anthony, T.D. for Cork Citv. 
declared’ that. unlike the Fianna Fail 
organisation, they did not want another 
round with England.

THE MAYO FEVER 
OUTBREAK. 


“NO CAUSE FOR 
ALARM.”

Following an cutbreak of typhus fever in 
the Cashel district of County Mayo, eleven 
patients affected with the disease have been 


admitted to the Swinford Fever Hospital. 


The district in which the outbreak occurred 
is mountainous, with the result that consider- 
able difficulty was experienced in the removal 
of the patients to hospital. 

A wardsman ie the hospital who assisted 
in the removal of some of them has con- 
tracted the disease, and one death is reported 
to have occurred. 

The cases are all confined to the Foxford 
dispensary district. 

An outbreak oi the fever is also reported 
to have occurred in Ballina, Co. Mayo, 

PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 

When the matter was reported to the De- 
partment of Local Government and Public 
Health, Dr. Sterling Berry hurried to the 
district. 

All precautions have been taken by the 
Department to prevent a spread of the 
disease, and the whole district is under the 
observation of Dr Hackett. 

On inquiry at the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health on Saturday 
an /rish Times representative was informed 
that the situation was well under hand, and 
that everything is being done to prevent a 
spread of the disease. 

“There is nothing to alarmed at,” said 
Dr. Stephenson. “ All the cases are now in 
hospital and we do not expect any furtber 
outbreak. The houses in which the disease 
occurred have been thoroughly disinfected, 
and the entire locality is under the observa- 
tion of inedical experts.”’

BOMB EXPLOSION IN

RIOT FOLLOWS ARREST OF 
MOSLEM.

TO LONDON.

The dispute between the Irish Omnibus 
Company and a number of its. employés 
shows little change. - 2 

At the company’s dépéts in Dublin 
yesterday it was stated that the company 
had maintained its full Sunday services 
of "buses to and from the country, and 
that the weekday services would be 
restored to normal to-day. Out of a total 
of 700 employés about 160 went on strike. 
The total number of employés, however, 
includes. craftsmen attached to other 
trades unions who are not involved in 
the dispute and are continuing their work. 
At Limerick, Cork, Waterford, Kilkenny, 
Clonmel, Galway and other sub-úépóts 
the men have. not ceased work. 


CALL TO STRIKE IGNORED. 

An official of the company informed a 
representative of the fris Times on 
Saturday that a delegate of the National 
Union of -Railwaymen tried to. call 
out the remaining members of that 
organisation in Limerick, Kilkenny and 
Galway. and other centres in the 
provinces, but the call appeared to have 
been ignored, as the men remained at 
their work, and displayed a resentful 
mood when approached by the pickets. 

The actual position now, he said, was 
that at Dublin, except for 12 men out 
of about 120 in the repair shop, every- 
body. in the employment of the company 
was at work. 

At Cork, 40 men out of a total staff of 
167 went out, but within twenty minutes 
the forty positions were filled, «nd not a 
single service had to be abandoned. 

““ All the positions we wish to fill,’’ he 
concluded, ‘‘are filled, and the service is 
proceeding under normal conditions.’’ 

Extra ‘buses were put on long distance 
journeys on Saturday. 

'Buses were also run from the Curragh 
te Dublin for the conveyance of troops 
who wished to spend the week-end in the 
city. 

N.U.R. EXECUTIVE GOES TO 
LONDON. 

At the Irish headquarters of the 
National Union of Railwaymen there has 
been considerable activity during the last 
few days. “For some timé members of 
the National Executive drawn from. all 
— of England, Scotland and Wales 
1ave been in session, and after lengthy 
deliberations decided to recognise the 
strike as official, although the men con- 
cerned went out without the authority or 
sanction of the local organiser. 

When approached, Mr. C. D. Watters; 
Irish Secretary to the Union, stated that 
the Executive were satisfied with the 
developments in «connection with the 
strike and were returning to London 
leaving behind the four Irish represen 
tatives on the Executive—Messrs. Patrick 
Murphy (Cork), J. Kiddy (Glasgow), F. 
Fowlis (Glasgow) and J. Campbell (Glas- 
gow)—as_ a sub-committee to carry on the 
dispute. 


STRIKE PAY. 

As the strike was official from Saturday 
last strike pay was given to the men in 
Dublin on that day, and to-day further 
strike pay will be given to members of 
the union who are on strike in districts 
outside the city. 

Asked how many employés of the I.O.C. 
were members of the N.U.R. Mr. Watters 
replied about 600, and of these 400 or 
450 are on strike. 

In Ballina, Sligo, Westport, Galway, 
Achill, Tralee, Ballybunion, Listowel, 
Waterford and Dingle, he added, all the 
employés of the company who are attached 
to the N.U.R. have ceased: work.. So far 
he had received no report as. to how Lime- 
rick, Cork, and some other. gub-dépdts 
stood.

MARRIAGE RUMOUR 
DENIED. 


Press ASSOCIATION Spectra TELEGRAM. 
| SINGAPORE, Sunday. 
Escorted by two Moth seaplanes, belong- 
ing to the Singapore Flying Club, which 
accompanied her during the last stages 
of her flight to Singapore, Miss Amy 
Johnson circled the air base landing 
ground before making a perfect landing 

here this afternoon. 

Looking very sun-burnt and cheerful, 
she was enthusiastically greeted by the 
crowd, Miss Johnson replied by waving 
her hand. 

She covered the 460 miles between 
Singora and Singapore in six hours. 

After landing she proceeded imme- 
diately. to the R.A.F. officers’ mess, 
where she had a meal and rested. 

In an interview with the Press Associa- 
tion Correspondent, Miss Amy Johnson 
said :—It is quite impossible to beat the 
‘*record.’’ I hope to reach Australia in 
two-and-a-half days’ time, but if I have 
a head wind it may be three or three-and- 
a-half days. She stated that she would 
have beaten Mr. Hinkler’s “ record ” by 
two days if there had been no accident 
at: Rangoon, but she was now one day 
behind owing to taking two.days for the 
flight from Bangkok to Singapore. She 
declared that she had expected to cover 
that 1,000-mile flight in one day, but head 
winds, rainstorms and poor visibility had 
compelled her to land at Singora at 
2.45 p.m. on Saturday. 


LOW FLYING. 

She had resumed her flight to Singa- 
pore at eight o’clock this morning, and 
had been forced to fly below one thousand 
feet all the way. The weather got hotter 
and hotter, and the jungle below worried 
her because of the possibility of a forced 
landing. She said that the worst part of 
her flight had been from Calcutta to 
Singora. She had experienced no diffi- 
culty in. picking up the excellent air base 
landing ground. As the spare propellor 
she had used from Rangoon had not been 
specially. built she had not been able to 
fly at full speed, as she would have over- 
heated her engine. 

A new starboard lower wing is being 
put into Miss Johnson’s ’plane by the 
Singapore Flying Club. 

Asked about her plans for her flight to 
Australia, she said that she had not yet 
decided upon them, but she expected -to 
leave at dawn to-morrow (Monday) for 
Sourabaya. She said that she would not 
attempt the return flight now owing to 
the weather conditions. 

Miss Johnson was asked about her 
future career, and said that nothing had 
been decided, but she had been asked to 
make an aviation tour of Australia and 
England. If she stayed in Australia all 
through the summer she would probably 
fly back to-England in November. Other- 
wise she would leave Sydney in a month’s 
time by steamer. She emphatically denied 
the rumour that she might possibly be 
married in Australia. She did not know 
a single person there. 

Miss Johnson stated that she might 
attempt to beat Mr. Hinkler’s “ record ”’ 
next vear.

For Miss Johnson to equal Hinkler’s 
achievement she would have to make up a 
flying day in the stages across the Java 
Sea and the Timor Sea to Port Darwin, 
an impossible task with a Moth aeroplane 
possessing a cruising speed of about 85 
miles an hour and a range of 1,400 or 
1,500 miles. From Singapore to Port 
Darwin via Sourabaya is approximately 
2.200 miles. Sourabaya, which Miss 
Johnson names as the destination of her 
fifteenth day, is approximately 575 miles 
further west than Bandoeng, to which 
Mr. Hinkler flew on his fourteenth day, 
and the straight flight distance from 
Singapore to Sourabaya is 240 miles more 
than to Bandoeng. 

Sourabaya is nearer to the direct line of 
flight from Singapore to Port Darwin. 
Sourabaya to Port Darwin, 1,500 miles as 
one day’s flight, is out of the question 
in the circumstances. Hinkler’s halt, 
after Bandoeng. was Bima, in the Dutch 
East Indies, which Miss Johnson. could 
reach .in a sixteenth day flight of 450 
miles.

ROME, Saturcay, 

In a speech in Florence to-day Signor 
Mussolini, after some disparaging refe- 
rences to the Italian enemies of Fascism 
abroad, went on to say: ‘‘ There are other 
enemies. In ‘the first place, there is 
crass ignorance of all ‘those beyond 
our frontiers who try to sit in judgment 
on Fascism, who still think we are a little 
people, and do not realise that we are 
close upon forty-three millions. These 
people think our movement is a reaction, 
whilst. it is a revolution. They think it 
is a tyranny, while it is the case of a 
‘whole people governing. They think we 
are not capable of sacrifices even greater 
than those we bore to get to Vittorio 
Veneto. 

“There is nothing more insulting for 
the pride of the Italian people than the 
insinuation that our recent naval pro- 
gramme is a thing that will not be carried 
out. I declare here again that that pro- 
gramme will be carried ovt ton per ton. 


NOT DETERRED. 


“ That the twenty-nine units of the new 
programme will be afloat because the will 
of Fascism is not only a resolute will of 
iron, but it is mathematical—because our 
will, rather than being deterred by 
obstacles, is allured by them, because Í 
am convinced the Italian people, provided 
it Coes not stay a prisoner in the sea that 
once was Rome’s,.will be capable of quite 
exceptional sacrifices. ’’ 

Signor Mussolini continues: “‘ We await 
them at the crossing. (Wild cheering.) 
If by chance something of that did really 
happen at the frontiers, we of the 
Black Shirts army of fighters would 
take our places with an élan never 
before seen, ready to repel the insane and 
vain attempt. 

‘Fascist Italy is henceforth a unit so 
organised in all her forces that she cannot 
be assailed without mortal danger. (Cries 
of ‘ Yes, yes.’) 

“ We. Black Shirts, in 1919, held here 
fighting Congress of -Italian 
Fascists, thus hurling a superb challenge 
at all the’old world, worn out and im- 
potent, which could, nevertheless, not 
make up its mind to-die. 

“What a prodigious path we have 
travelled in these eleven years! But our 
immense strength and our capacity for 
renewal still continues. We cannot sit 
still. (Cries of ‘ Never.) That is 
rigorously forbidden, not only by the 
tasks at home, but also by the fresh and 
unforeseen effervescence all round the 
horizon.’’

The Times to-day, in a leading article 
on ' Organising Europe,’’ comments on 
the Memorandum which the French 
Government has communicated to the 
Governments of all the European members 
of the League of Nations. The Times 
says:—The whole world would clearly 
benefit if means could be found to lessen 
the danger of conflict in Europe, and to 
promote trade and friendly intercourse 
between the two dozen European nations 
now divided by traditional hostilities and 
suspicions, as well as by prohibitive tariffs 
and commercial restrictions. M. Briand’s 
proposals are sure, not only to receive 
sympathetic consideration by the Govern- 
ments to whom they are addressed, but the 
progress of the movement which he has 
launched with so much persuasiveness will 
be followed with equally sympathetic 
interest in the countries which directly 
are not concerned, but which indirectly 
stand to gain from his efforts to establish 
a régime of security and prosperity in 
Europe. In this country, in particular, the 
effort to establish, not unity, but union in 
Kurope—the Memorandum is careful to 
draw the distinction—will be regarded 
with very sincere good-will. 

For reasons which have already been set 
out, Great Britain may feel unable to 
become an actual member of the suggested 
organisation. At a time when the loosen- 
ing of the legal and forma] bonds between 
the self-governing parts of the British 
Empire has become complete, the first task 
of its statesmen must be to secure the 
constant collaboration needed if it is to 
endure and prosper. They cannot engage 
in enterprises which, however laudable in 
themselves, might conflict with that main 
task ; and, as was so plainly shown during 
the naval negotiations, British opinion, 
both in this country and in the Dominions, 
is firmly set against any entanglement in 
Europe which could commit any member 
of the Empire to indefinite and unfore- 
seen responsibilities. But with that 
reservation there can be no doubt of our 
earnest support of every endeavour to 
lower the barriers, political and economic, 
which now separate the nations of Europe 
and to facilitate effective co-operation 
between them.

A large section of responsible French 
opinion hag never been quite happy in the 
thought of a withdrawal from the Rhine 
without much stronger guarantees for 
payment and security.

| PARIS, Saturday. 
The text of M. Briand’s Memorandum, 
addressed this morning to the twenty-six 
European Governments who are members 
of the League of Nations, en “ The 
organisation of a régime of European 
Federat Union,” was published this 
evening by the Quai d'Orsay, in the form 
of a White Paper. 
M. Briand submits a number of points 
to the Powers, and asks them to give 
their opinion on them before July 15th. 
These points are cast under the following 
four heads :— 

1—The necessity for a general pact, 
however elementary, to affirm the 
principle of Kuropean moral union, and 
solemnly to concentrate the fact of the 
solidarity amongst European States, 

2—The necessity for special machinery 
for supplying this European union with 
the organisms indispensable for accom- 
plishing all its tasks, namely:—(a) A 
representative and responsible organism, 
to be called the European Conference; 
(b) an executive organism, or permanent 
political committee; (c) a secretariat. 

3— The necessity for laying down, in 
advance, the essential principles which 
shall govern the European committee in its 
preparation of a programme of European 
organisation. Under this head tue 
Memorandum:—(a) Urges the general 
subordination of the economic to the 
political aspect; (b) defines the idea of 
political European co-operation, and that 
of a fenderation founded on union, not 
unity. 

4—The advantage of reserving all 
questions of application, either for the 
European Conference when it meets, or 
the European Committee.

OFFICIAL SUMMARY, 

The following has been issued by the 
Trish Free State Department of External 
Affairs :— 

“The French Consul-General, Monsieur 
Blanche, handed to the Minister for 
External Affairs a Memorandum, of which 
the following is a brief résumé :— 

'“ At a meeting of the heads of European 
delegations held in Geneva on the 9th 
September, 1929, at the instance of the 
French Government, the establishment of 
some sort of federal bond amongst the 
States of Europe was discussed. The 
French Government were asked to put 
their views in a Memorandum which 
should be transmitted to all the States 
concerned. The present Memorandum 
contains the proposals of. the 
Government for the establishment of the 
union. The union would be based on 
the following prineples :— 

‘“ 1. The co-operaton of European States 
should take place in conjunction with the 
League of Nations. 

“ 2. The union of States would not be 
incompatible with the existence of ethnical 
groups. 

“3. The individual sovereignty of the 
States should not be affected. | 

“The establishment of the union would 
involve :— 

“1. The making of a pact for the pur- 
pose of affirming the union and solemnly 
recognising the communty of interests 
which exists amongst European States. 

‘2. The setting up of an appropriate 
machinery, including representative and 
executive bodies and a secretariat. 

“á. The determination by agreement 
of the main lines governing the union. 

‘The French Government believes that 
the union should be established on the 
broadest possible basis, so that it may be 
free to develop in the course of time, 
according to its inherent needs.’’

THREE MAIN CHAPTERS. 
From Revurer’s CorreSPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

The three closing chapters of M. Briand’s 
Memorandum on a European Federation 
are claiming particular attention heres 
Chapter II., after adumbrating a ‘‘ Euro- 
pean Conference ” as the directing body of 
the European Union, with a permanent 
political committee, continues :— 

“ As the committee can only comprise 
a restricted number of representatives from 
European States which are members of 
the League of Nations, it should be enabled 
to invite at any time representatives of 
other European Governments, whether 
they belong or not to the League of 
Nations, if the committee deems that such 
Governments are specially interested in 
any particular problem. Indeed, it would 
be open to the committee at such times as 
it deems necessary or opportune to invite 
a representative of a Power outside 
Europe, whether member or not of the 
League of Nations, to assist, or even to 
participate, in an advisory or deliberative 
capacity in deliberations bearing on such 
questions. 

“The committee, after the adoption of 
the general programme of European co- 
operation, might entrust the examination 
of certain sections to special expert com- 
mittees, making sure that the labours of 
the experts remained subject to the control 
of the political element—that is, of the 
Governmerts. For this purpose the chair- 
manship of these expert committees might 
be entrusted to a European statesman 
chosen either from the members of the 
European political committee or outside 
the political committee.”’ 


CHAPTER III. 


‘All possibility of progress on the path 
of economic union being rigorously deter- 
mined by the question of security, and the 
question of security itself being intimately 
linked: with what progress can be made 
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towards 
political basis that the preliminary con- 
structive efforts towards giving Europe 
her organic structure sho be made. It 
is on this basis also that should be 
general lines, the 
economic policy of Europe, as well as the 
tariff policy of each European State in 
particular. The reverse would not 
only be futile; it would strike the 
weakest nations as likely to expose them, 
without guarantees or compensation, to 
the risk of political domination resulting 
from the industrial domination of the 
most say organised States... It is, 
therefore, ‘ogi¢al and normal that the 
economic sacrifices to be made to union 
should find their justification only in the 
development of a political situation justi- 
fying mutual trust between nations, and 
the real pacification of hearts. 

M. Briand conceives European political 
co-operation as aiming at one essential 
purpose—namely, a Federation based upon 
the idea of union—and not unity—that is 
sufficiently supple to respect the independ- 
ence and the sovereignty of each of the 
States, and at the same time assuring to 
all the benefit of collective solidarity for 
the settlement of political questions touch- 
ing the fate of the European community, 
or the fate of any of its members. 

SYSTEM OF ARBITRATION. 

Such a conception might imply, as a 
consequence, the general development in 
Europe of the system of arbitration and 
security, and the gradna! extension to the 
whole of the European community of the 
policy of international guarantees in- 
augurated at Locarno, until such time as 
special agreements shall be embodied in a 
more general system. | 

M. Briand conceives. the economic 
organisation of Europe as tending towards 
a rapprochement of European economic 
units under the political responsibility of 
the Governments. He suggests that the 
Clovernments themselves should lay down 
the ideals which they aim at in their 
tariff policies. Thereafter the rational 
organisation of European production and 
exchange could be immediately under- 
taken, subject to the requirements of the 
national defence of each State. An agreed 
policy might thereupon be drawn up. 

CHAPTER IV. 

M. Briand states that the following ques- 
tions might be reserved for a future European 
Conference :— 

l-—The carrying out in Europe of the pro- 
gramme established by the fast Economic 
Conference of the League of Nations. 

2—o-ordination between the great public 
works executed by the European States. 

5—Regulation and improvement of inter- 
European modes of transit by land, water 
aud air. 

4—The encouragement of credits for the 
improvement of European districts economi- 
cally less well developed 3 

5—The solution of certain labour questions 
dealing with inter-European emigration, 
insurance, etc., peculiar to Europe. 

6—Questions of hygiene and co-operation 
in the fight against great social plagues. 

7—Questions of intellectual co-operation. 

8—The utilisation of the organisation and 
works of the Inter-Parlamentary Union. 

9-~-The formation of European sections in 
certain international world bureaux. 

He further suggests that it might be ad 
visable either to create special bodies for the 
purpose of co-ordination and examination, if 
such do not already exist, or to give support 
to the efforts of the League of Nations in 
such matters, or to summon _ Conferences, 


‘ either European or general, of the League of 


Nations, in questions which could be, but 
have not already been, dealt with bv it. 
A FIRST MODE OF CONTACT. 

M. Briand urges that it is not a question 
of erecting straight away an ideal edifice 
that shall meet in the abstract all the logical 
needs of a vast European federal mechanism, 
but of effectively realising a first mode of 
contact and of constant solidarity. between 
Luropean Governments for the eommon 
settlement of all problems relating to the 
organisation of European peace and the 
rational control of the vital forces of Europe. 
He continues :—‘* The Government of the Re- 
public would be glad to receive before July 
15 the vepiy of the Governments consulted, 
with all the observations or spontaneous sug- 
gestions that they may care to send with their 
communication. It expresses the confident 
hope that these replies, inspired by a real 
and sincere desire to mret the expéctations of 
the peoples and the aspirations. of the 
Luropean . conscience, may furnish the ele- 
ments of understanding ‘and conciliation that 
shall vender possible the establishment, with a 
first embryon of Federal organisation, of the 
durable framework of that European co- 
operation, the programme of which may be 
drawn up at the coming meeting in Geneva.”’ 

In a closing appeal the Memorandum ob- 
serves :—'‘‘ There has never been a more 
propitious or pressing time for the inaugura- 
tion of a constructive work in Europe. The 
settlement of the principal problems, material 
and moral, arising out of the last war will 
soon have freed new Europe from what was 
weighing most heavily on her mind and her 
economic resources. She now appears ready 
for a positive effort responding to a new 
omder—a decisive hour, when a heedful 
Europe may direct her own destiny. Union, 
in order to live and prosper—that is the 
strict necessity with which the nations of 
Kurope are henceforward faced. The feeling 
of the peoples on this subjec | seems 
i» have been already clearly shown. It is 
for the Governments now to shoulder their 
responsibilities under penalty of abandoning 
t» the risk of private initiative and confuse] 
efiorts the grouping of the material and mori! 
forces, the joint control of which it is for 
them to keep in their hands for the henefit 
of the European community, as well as of 
humanity.”

DEAD BODY OF NEGRO 
PUBLICLY BURNED.

A fresh outbreak of mob violence occurred 
here to-day, when a negro’s body was 
fastened to a motor lorry and dragged through 
the streets. 

A sheriff's posse, seeking to arrest a 
thirty-year-old negru, who was wanted for 
the murder of a farmer in the district. sur- 
rounded the cabin where the man had barri- 
caded himself, and a pitched battle ensued 
between the fugitive and his pursuers.

A HEADMASTER’S VIEW. 

Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmaster of Harrow, 
and a company of fifteen other Headmasters, 
representative. of leading - British ' schools, 
have returned to England after a tour of 
Canada from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The tour, under the auspices of the Anglo- 
Canadian Educational Committee, was under- 
taken for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
a course at a Canadian University would not 
be the best method by which a British boy 
could enter Canadian life. ‘‘ The answer is 
strongly in the affirmative,’’ Dr. Cyril Nor- 
wood said. “ At every one of the Canadian 
Universities we wer@told by the authorities 
that British boys of the right type would find 
a perfectly open career, and a real welcome 
in Canadian life, so far as openings were 
available. We came to the conclusion that a 
boy who wants to get on has to work hard. 
Canada is not a country of ready-made oppor- 
tunity. But we thought that there was great 
scope for boys who were promising in engi- 
neering, electrical or mechanical; in ining. 
and generally wherever science is applied to 
modern industry. We also felt that a boy 
who was, for instance, a chartered account- 
ant, or had taken a course in economics. 
would not find much difficulty in placing 
himself in a promising career, : 
“There is not room for a large immigra- 
ion, and we have never contemplated sending 
more than a few.. Those British bovs whom 
we did meet, already in the Canadian Univer- 
sities, seemed in all cases to be happy and 
sanguine. We returned convinced of the 
greatness of the future of Canada, which wil] 
be steadily realised, not only in agriculture, 
but in mining and industry. | 
“We found nothing but friendship and 
good-will, and we were convinced of the 
value of sending a number of boys of a good 
professional type, capable of becoming leaders 


in business or politics, to throw in their lot &

| PARIS, Sunday. 
‘“‘ Twenty centuries have contributed to 
mould French national unity,’’ said M. 
Tardieu, addressing a gathering of ex- 
Service men in Lyons, ‘‘ notwithstanding 
antagonisms both past and pfesent.’’ He 
instanced the sudden assaults suffered by 


the Government during the past seven 
months, during which all Government

TRIBUTES. TO DEAD

To-day, the 116th anniversary of the 
attainment of Norwegian Independence, the 
Norwegian people assembled in the central 
streets of the City of Oslo, which was say 
with flags.

bushed and quiet. The silence was deepest 
outside the university, in the hall of which 
lay the coffin of Nansen, draped with a huge 
Norwegian flag and guarded by students. 
The pile of wreaths which encircled it in- 
elnded tributes from Great Britain and many 
other foreign Governments, and among all 
the magnificent wreaths were a number of 
simple bunches of flowers: they were from 
nnpoverished Russians who knew the extent 
af Nanaen's relief: work during the famine. 
Early inethé morning a great procession com- 
posed of thousands upon thousands of school- 
children, dressed in white clothes and all 
carrying small Norwegian flags, began to file 
past. As they passed the coffin the children 
ceased their national songs and music and 
removed their hats and caps. Complete 
silence reigned and many of the spectators 
were so overcome with emotion that they 
broke into tears and sobbed quietly. All 
fiags throughout the city were lowered to 
half-mast and at one o'clock a two-minutes’ 
silence was observed, a single cannon sho: 
signalling its commencement. At the end 
of the two minutes’ silence, and after the 
playing of Greig’s Marche Funebre, Fro- 
fessor Saeland delivered the funeral oration, 
and said that the memory of Nansen would 
be blessed by millions outside their country.

In his case it has to be remembered that 
he only began strong work much later than 
most of the other colts who will oppose him 
Epsom. This, of course, puts him at 
disadvantage against some of the others. 
From all [ have heard of him, he was a 
smashing colt in Ireland last season, and | 
know that his trainer thinks highly of him, 
and, through his other good horses in the 
stable, he has excellent. means of finding out 
everything about him. 1 shall be much in 
terested in the progress of Ballvferis in the 
course of the next few weeks. 

DIOLITE AND THE DERBY. 

Diolite, of course, is not to run again 
before Epsom, and on his blameless perform 
ance in the Two Thousand Guineas he has a 
first-class chance there. I believe it is prac 
tically settled that the Beckhampton stable, 
which has nothing in the race that seems 
worth much, will forego its claim on Fox in 
order that he may ride Sir Hugo Hirst’s colt 
at Epsom. The only doubt I have about 
Diclite is whether, as his trainer had him, 
he was so well keved up for the Guineas, he 
will be able to keep him at the same pitch. 

Rustom Pasha is his chief market rival at 
the moment, and he is scheduled to run in 
the Newmarket Stakes on Wednesday. This 
will be a less interesting race than usua!, for 
there are only ten acceptances all told. 
( hristopher Robin is one of them, so we sha!! 
prohabliv see him in the field this week, leav- 
ng Strongbow to go for the Trish Two Thou 
sand. There is no doubt that Christopher 
Robin sadly disappointed Lieut.-Col. Loder 
and Mr. Victor Gilpin by his failure in the 
I wish there was something in the 
race that would test the stamina of Rustom 
Pasha-—a subject on which I am a little 
sceptical at present. The indications are that 
he will be the best from R. C. Dawson’s 
stable for the Derby. 

The Manton stable has three engaged in 
the Newmarket Stakes—Writ, who was beaten 
in. the Dee Stakes at Chester; Sea Rover 
and Breaderumb-—but I think there are more 
hkeiv Derby hopes in the Manton stable than 
anv of these. JI did hear during the week 
that Lord Astor had intended to send Bread 
crumb, a recent winner at Sandown, to run 
in the Irish Two Thousand, but I do not 
even know whether he is engaged. 

As well as Ruston Pasha, the Aca Khan 
has another acceptor for the Newmarket 
Stakes, lt Majeur, who won at Newbury like 
a cood staver. He, however, has an engage- 
ment on Thursday in the Payne Stakes over 
a mile and a half, which he can hardly lose. 
as there is nothing of much account to oppose 
him. 

ATHFORD’'S FAILURE. 

ihere was a remarkablv good attendance 
yesterday at Kempton, when the race for 
the Jubilee Handicap was run for, and was 
won by Mr. Washington Singers greatly- 
improved son of Lemberg. Lucky Tor, who 
was putting up a 10lb. penalty for his victory 
in the City and Suburban, and with this dis- 
more than confirmed the Epsom 
with Athford, who was second to him 
beaten by two lengths. Athford was a 
| favourite here at 9 to 4, but he 
ran below his Epsom form, and I cannot 
believe that it was the real Athford that 
we saw vesterday. He finished sixth, behind 
old Sir Joshua, who ran really well. Training 
\thford over a distance of ground last 
autumn may have taken some of the edge 
of speed. last year in this race we 
saw him with his 10lb. penalty come into the 
straight with an overwhelming run that 
landed him an easy winner. The mile and a 
half in the Coronation Cup at Epsom, which 
he unluckily lost last season by a short head, 
may show him to more advantage. 

Soon after thev had settled down in yester- 
days race Midlothian took up the running 
and Jed the field an excellent gallop into the 
straight. At the distance he began to 
weaken, and I have come to the conclusion 
that the best distance of this colt is a mile, 
and that he failed in the City and Suburban 
and here from lack of ability to get the other 
two furlongs. There is nothing wrong with 
the colt’s courage, as has been suggested. 
When Midiothian began to weaken Lucky 
Tor, was ridden by Fox, ranged up 
alongside, hotly pursued hy Six Wheeler, 
who had been well in the picture all the way.

The Macnab ran passably well, but the 
Lincolnshire winner, Leonidas Il, who 
started second favourite, disappointed. 
Cragadour ran badly again, and there seems 
at present to be little future for this colt. 1 
never saw the Irish candidate, Percival Boy, 
with a chance in the race, and he was out- 
classed. 

Anyone who suggested last season when 
Lucky Tor was running down the course 
repeatedly that he would win a City and 
Suburban and a Jubilee, with his penalty, 
wauld have been laughed at. The Mohawk 


| beat him in the Liverpool Cup in November, 


and Dark Pearl, who was giving 135Ib. ran 
him to three-parts of a length in the same 
race. Yesterday, Dark Pearl, giving only 2ib., 
finished last of all. 

I was glad to see that very sound jockey, 
M. Wing, ride a couple of good winners for 
his new stable, that of Mr. Tom Walls. The 
first of them was Caballero, whose name 
has become a by-word as the unluckiest horse 
seen in England for many years. When Wing 
got the son of Ybro, who started favourite 
here, home, a winner by a length and a halt 
and three-parts of a length from Barrack Law 
and Portraitist, there was a genuinely 
sympathetic cheer from the crowd. 

Captain Bell, who saddled Barrack Law and 
Lion Hearted, was visiting a racecourse for 
the first time since he had a kidney removed 
more than two months ago. Wing’s other 
winner was John Silver, a son of the Ros- 
common stallion, Grey Admiral, and, like 
Caballero, owned by Mr. “ Sonny’’ Steel, of 
Liverpool. Budaiya and Claudine were 
better favourites, but Mr. Tattersall’s filly 
could make no impression on John Silver after 
he had headed Monsieur Neuf in the straight, 
and he beat her by a length. It was a good 
performance, too, for he was giving Budatya 
1L3lb. 

WELL-JUDGED RACE. 

Deaconess. from the Whatcombe stable, and 
Elibank were joint favourites for the Spel- 
thorne Stakes, a race that Spion Kop won 
before going on to take the Derby, but the filly 
dropped out early, and then Elibank went. on. 
Donoghue, riding a well-timed finish on 
Smoky Light, challenged close home, and got 
up to beat Mr. Esmond’s colt by a head. 
Donoghue has found his old form again, and 
he has been riding splendidly in the course 
of the last few weeks. ted 

Templeman, who trains Diolite, is enjoying 
a wave of prosperity at the moment with his 
small string of horses. He won another race 
for his old patron, Mr. F. Wright, when 
Sonometer, a colt by Friar, took the Shepper 
ton Selling Plate by three-parts of a length 
from Happy Note. Friar was one of the 
first horses Templeman had when he started 
training, Mr. Wright having bought him out 
of a draft sent up for sale from the stable 
of the late W. Waugh. 

Ellangowan, who is one of the surest sires 
in the country with his mares, is getting a 
fine proportion of winners, and he had 
another when his daughter, Flaming Dawn, 
made all the running for the May Auction 
Plate. in which she heat Mickey Mouse by 
a length and a half. The Anglo-Irish Blood- 
stock Agency bought her after the race for 
440 gns. Sonometer made more, the stable 
going to 500 gns. to retain him. 
INCREASED ATTENDANCES. 

The most remarkable thing about yester- 
day's meeting and that at Hurst Park on the 
previous Saturday was the remarkably good 
attendances. And yet I read in a Sunday 
newspaper to-day that the past week has been 
one of the worst for theatrical business in 
London for a very long time, and that a num- 
ber of theatres are closing their doors and 
taking off plays rather than run them at a 
loss. This is attributed to bad ‘rade, 
taxation, and one thing and another. Yet, 
on the other hand, we find that the racecourse 
business of the last few weeks has been the 
hest since the boom following the war. It is 
extraordinartly difficult to account for these 
things. There is no question, however, that 
racing is looking up well. The public have 
heen finding a good proportion of winners this 
season, and that is always an incentive to 
them to come out, 


SELECTIONS. 

There is an unheard of thing to-morrow—a 
one-day meeting at Windsor on the Monday 
in the week of the Second Spring Meeting at 
Newmarket. It is not of much importance, 
however. In the first race, the Speedy Plate, 
the best may be BANNED. The King’s 
Handicap may go to CALVADOS, and the 
Tower -Maiden Stakes may be won bv 
GLADIUS.

R. USSHER’S DOUBLE. 

The outstanding feature was the easy win 
of Black Admiral in the Sallins Plate. That 
the half-brother to Tag End was of the im- 
roving sort we saw when he so unluckily 
ailed to heat Facile Princeps at Leopards- 
town. Nothing could have been easier than 
his score now, and, since he is a Jackdaw 
horse, 1t is safe to predict that it is from 
now onwards that the best will be seen of 
him. He is in the Irish Two Thousand 
Guineas, and will have many supporters for 
this valuable race, no matter how strong the 
oppesition. Mr. H. I. Ussher, the owner of 
Black Admiral, and who was also the owner 
of Tag End when the latter raced in Ireland, 
brought off a double event when Rush Point, 
starting at the outside odds of 50 to 1, won 
the Clane Plate. Rush Point had run so 
moderately at Dundalk that his chance now 
was considered negligible, and few except the 
layers benefited by the win. 

BALLSBRIDGE PURCHASES SCORE. 

Senator Parkinson saddled a smart two- 


year-old named Troutstream in the Newlands | 


Plate, and, as the market suggested wouid 
be the case, the filly treated the field with 
scant courtesy.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
' REVIEW. 
——€4€—— 
EXCESSIVE SUPPLIES. 
(From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. ) 


The marked contraction in our export trade 
for April, as shown by the Board of Trade 


returns, bears testimony to the renewed per- 


sistent loss of business in most of our chief 
industries for the foreign markets, and 
economic conditions have been obviously 
affected to that extent, while unemployment 
has spread to new high records. ere and 
there vague indications are apparent that the 
worst of the crisis in the commodity market 
has been seen, but the fact remains that the 
latter is still handicapped by excessive sup- 
plies and absorbing capacity at below the 
normal, not only in this country, but abroad 
also. Bacon prices were generally reduced 
last week, but, with a rather better under- 
current, Irish is unaltered, and there is no 
official change recorded in Danish, Swedish 
or Dutch.’ That quotations should have de- 
clined was not altogether surprising, because 
before the recent reductions took place prices 
had been at a level that was not altogether 
helpful to consumption. Apparently im- 
porters found rt necessary to meet the 
exigencies of the present time, and therefore 
reduced their prices. According to a return 
recently issued by the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture, the total number of all kinds of pigs in 
this country on January 11th, 1930, amounted 
te 2,153,200, against 2,366,543 on June 4th, 
1929. The Danish official quotation for butter 
was wired unchanged, and ‘‘top’’ again 
stands at 215 kroner per 100 kilos, as com- 
pared with 279 at the corresponding period 
of last year and 297 in 1928. There is a 
firmer feeling to note generally, and the 
margin between Danish and other makes 1s 
now only a matter of 2s. to 3s. New Zealand 
and Australian butters do not appear to be able, 
so far as this centre is concerned, to mas 
with other makes, and values are nominal in 
consequence.. Prices ruling for butter are 
below those which obtained? at this time last 
year, owing, no doubt, to the fact that more 
butter is forthcoming. The mild weather 
that has prevailed in Europe for some time 
be has brought about increased production. 
iconomic conditions have greatly changed 
during the past year, and there has been a 
general decline in the prices of most com- 
modities. The recent advance which took 
place in the price for Colonial butter may be 
regarded as more or less fictitious, and is 
attributable to some operators who had their 
own axe to grind. Buyers were more or less 
reluctant. to follow the advance, and refrained 
from purchasing for more than strictly actual 
requirements, knowing that large quantities 
of ‘butter were held in cold store and that 
there was no real shortage of supply. The 
egg market does not present any new features. 
Supplies generally continue plentiful. —Re- 
ports from Denmark ‘state that large quanti- 
ties are being absorbed in that country by 
peas operations. 

A substantial decrease was reported in the 
number of Irish fat cattle at Salford Market 
on Tuesday last, only 216 being penned as 
compared with 426 in the previous week. 
Irish dairy cows totalled 80, or an increase 
of seven. <A better trade was experienced for 
fat cattle, but prices were not quotably 
dearer. Sheep continue very firm, and, 
although lambs were plentiful, a fair clear- 
ance was. effected. inas to the Man- 
chester Fig Market were on a somewhat 
lighter scale, but business can be by. no 
means described as brisk, especially for 
cutters. Sizable baconers are now on a parity 
with cutters, and prices were lower for ‘ail 
descriptions, including sows. At the Man- 
chester Dead Meat Market weather condi- 
tions have had a rather depressing effect on 
business, but there have been no very marked 
fluctuations in prices, which have been fairly 
steady throughout the week.

RISE IN PRICES.

LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

Markets during the week have displayed a 
steady tendency, and a number of the chief 
commodities show better rates than was the 
case a wek ago. Palm oil, for instance, has 
been sought: by home consumers and the 
Northern. Continent, while America has also 
been moderately interested. Near-at-hand 
material has been mainly sought for, with 
£25 for softs, and July-August arrival done 
at £25 ds. 6d. ex quay or transit. For June 
arrival business was also noted at £25. Lagos 
hards and mediums have been quietly steady 
at practically unchanged rates.

3d., but dealers now ask 
the same tate as May-June, and in some 
cases Is.

For July-August mate- 
rial £15 1s, 3d. is asked, and buyers at any- 
thing less. Hull consumers have not been 
over-keen, yet a fair trading has been done, 
mainly in June-July shipment and more 
distant positions. 

Copra has been a rather quiet market during 
the week, and the tendency towards lower 
levels. Sundried Straits made £21 15s., £21 
16s. ód., and £21 12s. 6d., May position to 
Rotterdam, with the lower rate ruling at the 
end. Marseilles showed interest in mixed 
Dutch East Indies, paying £21 15s. for near- 
at-hand material, but to-day this position cau 
be bought at 2s. 6d. per ton less money. 

Ground nuts have been in poor demand, 
and Nigerian undecorticated and Rufisque are 
ronchly 5s. to 7s. 6d. lower on last rates. 

Seed. oils have been in only moderate de- 
mand. Common edible cottonseed has again 
made 32s., with deodorised at 34s, net naked 
ex mills. Linseed, while quiet, has not varied 
in price, and raw made 44s., with boiled done 
at 46s. per ton on spot in barrels. Cotton- 
seed has been quiet, and for Brazilian f.a.q. 
forward shipments values are more or less 
nominal, 


LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


There was a large increase of New Zealand 
and Australian mutton and lamb in the im- 
ports of fresh meat at Liverpool during the 
past week from the various overseas ports. 
Seven steamers arrived with freights as fol- 
lows :—The Cumberland. from New Zealand, 
with 28,246 sheep and lamb carcases, 188 
earcases of pork and 524 quarters of beef; 
the Tekoa, from Australia, with 15,851 sheep 
and lamb. carcases and 831 bags of heef; the 
Desna, from the River Plate, with 35,597 
sheep and lamb carcases, 868 cases, etc., of 
pork,’ 5,472 bags, etc., of meat, and 32,866 
quarters of beef; the Runic, from Australia, 
with 10,521 sheep and lamb carcases and 
327 bags of meat; the Duchess of Richmond, 
from Montreal, with 2,443 boxes, etc., of 
meat; the Laconia, from New York, with 
1,614 boxes of pork; and the Laurentic, 
from Montreal, with 15 boxes of pork and 
358 boxes of meat—making a total of 90.215 
sheep and lamb carcases, 188 carcases and 
2,497 cases of pork, 9,431 bags, etc., of 
meat, and 35,390 quarters of beef. Com- 
pared. with the arrivals of the preceding 
week these figures show an increase of 
76,072 sheep and lamb carcases and 2,069 
bags, etc., of meat, and a decrease. of 
255 boxes and carcases of pork and 5,232 
quarters of beef.
